Amont* the deck passengers the panic 


was, if any thine. Erreatcr. Most -\? them 
were colored men, and upon the approach 
of the fire they jumped into th1- river.

Evidence of a Horrible Orims Brought to

MADISON-, Wis-., Dec. it.-Partial details 


of a liornule crime reached here Saturday 
afternoon from the little village of Mu 


Vernon. about twenty miles southwest of 
here. Whi'e two m-n were out fishing 
Saturday a'onL- Sugar river, they observed 
a bag sunk in th" river and fished it out. 
Investigation showed that it contained 
the liver, lute-tine-, and head of a mail, 
which a third party v, ho was summoned 
idi mined a- that of William Christ, a 
young man who ha 1 been in the employ 
of a farmer near |O>MI. Christ had just 
quit tlie summer'-, work, and had been 
stopping with Joseph Uohnnlen, a yotitiB 
man who had been t n'4ai;ed in making 
cheese at the village factory, and who re- 
sided in the building where he worked. 
This led to an investigation at the factory, 
where, from the evidence presented, it 
was established rhat the murder was 
committed while 
Christ was iu bed, 


as the bed clothes, which had been par- 
tially burned, were covered with blood. 
They were found in the cellar. The mur- 
der was evidently for Christ's money, as 
he had in his possession about four hun- 
dred dollar-, whit h. with other valuables, 
are missing.

about a week ago, and Iiohradeu liis i,,.t 
since been .seen. 


At th.3 coroner's inquest a brother of 


Dohmdeu testified that his brother had 
purchased a ticket, and thai he was m.w 
probably on his way to the old country.

Another Senatorial ]>Tuddl3 in Indiana 


Probib' -. 


INDIAVApnus. lad.. Dee., •_>!.—Tlr> In- 


diana Senate, from present indications, is. 
pretty certain to begin its next session 
with a row, which will involve complica- 
tions somewhat similar to the snarl of two 
years ago. except that it is hardly prob- 
able that the trouble will continue longer 
than the first week, and will not seriously 
interfere with legislation. It will be a 


i fight over the old question as to who shall 


preside over the body. Green Smith is no 
longer a member of the Senate, and con- 
sequently can not be fhe presiding officer. 
Colonel Robertson is Lieuteuant-li-over- 
nor until the first Monday after the be- 
ginning of the regular session of the Sen- 
ate, and is the legally-constituted presid- 
ing officer of that body. It is his duty as 
such to call the Senate to order when it 
organises for the session, but if he is pre- 
vented from being present, it is provided 
that the Auditor of State shall preside 
during the organization, and in the ab- 
sence of the Auditor also, one of the 
judges of the Supreme Com t shall tem- 
porarily 
attend to the duties of the 


position. 
It appears, therefore, that it is 


inevitable that the Democratic Senate, if 
it is disposed to be law-abiding, must.sub- 
mit to the rule of a Republican presiding 
officer; but the reb 'lious spirit of the ma- 
jority will probably manifest itself in an 
end-avor to determine, as a matter of 
preference, who that Republican shall be. 
It will be hard with them to recognize 
Colonel Robertson's right- to preside, after 
having kept him out of the position all 
through the session, t ,vo years ago, iu de- 
fiance of the law and the courts. It is un- 
derstood that H is liis determination tc 
assert Ins rights. The course that will b« 
pursued, it i- expected, is to di-piiie Rob- 
ertson's right to preside over the Senate, 
and after he has called it to order, elect a 
president from among the members to fil! 
the position until the beginning of tin 
new Lieutenant-governor's term.

RELIABLE NEWS FROM STANLEY. 


ZANZIBAR, Dee. 2:).—One of the specia 


messengers seat into the interior in Octo 
ber in the hope of obtaining news of Emin 
and Stanley from caravans, has sci.t 
dispatch announcing that he met Ara- 
traders from Wadelai. who positively af- 
firmed that St»ilcy met Bruin there abort1 
January 'in. 
Stanley, the traders said 


had :!.;j men and plenty of stores. He hat 
endured great privations, but he and al 
his party were well, although extremely 
exhausted. The delay in reaching Wadela 
was due to difficulties encountered on tha 
route, the cx[> dition having to make a 
long detour toward the northeast iu order 
to avoid swamps and hostile tribes. Emia 
was then in 'airly good position, although 
his Egyptian o'h'cers were grumbling, and 
many of his soldiers had deserted. The 
King- of Uganda and Unyoro were hostile 
to Emin, who was obliged in November to 
repel predatory 
iu'-ursions 
from 
the 


east. His general health was good, but 
he bad been suffering trom an affection of 
the eyes for two months. 


A fortnight after Stanley arrived Emiu 


received, via Lado. a message from the 
Mahdi. pompously intimating his inten- 
tion to subdue the whole country as far as 
tlie great lakes, and promising good treat- 
ment if Emin submitted. Kmin replied 
that, before evacuating, he must wait for 
the Mahdi to prove the legitamaey of his 
claim to the province. 
Stanley in tht 


meantime applied himself to restoring 
order among the troops and distributing 
stores and munitions. 
Emiu told Stanley 


that he did not desire to leave Wadelai. 
The entire route to the East coast was 
most dangerous on account of the agita- 
tion among the tribes and the hostility of 
Mwauga. 


Toward the middle of April, hearing 


that a force of Mahdists were coming, 
Emiu ordered his advance posts between 
Dufile and Lado to retire to Wadelai, and 
Stanley sent messengers to the Kings of 
Uganda and Unyoro. About the end of 
April, when the traders left Wadelai, 
Stanley was anxious, owing to the absence 
of news from the rear guard ou the Aru- 
vvimi, and was arranging 
to send a 


strong detachment iu search of them 
along the route which he himself had fol- 
lowed. Stanley also again urged Emin to 
leave Waileku with him and regain the 
coast. 


Stanley sent out several couriers with 


news for Europe'. One was the courier 
who wa.s sent by the foreign consuls at 
Zanzibar to apprise Emin of the depart- 
tire of the relief expedition. This conriei 
had remain"d at Wadelai and was sent

Russian diplomacy, which is essentially 
cautious, wa.s unfavorably impressed ty 
his feverish haste to gain the support of 
the C^ar. The Czar and his Ministers saw 
in the young man's character new reasons 
fi«r 
playing the wailing game, which 


Germany ami her aged Chancelor have 
most to dread, and recent events have 
confirmed this opinion. 


In Vienna the Kmperor produced even 


a less favorable impression. 
He was 


thought to be domine«rmg and self-as- 
sertive, white the iiiMiit ho offered to 
Count Taffe made a .strong foiling of hos- 
tility towards him among a very influen- 
tial circle of politicians. The result of his 
visit to Komu was still more disastrous, 
so far as the Vatican is concerned. The 
contemptuous manner in which the Pope 
subsequently alluded to him shows whal 
was thought of his behavior at the Vatican. 
It would be a small matter that the Emper- 
or should have mad« himself unpopular 
if it were not that he is so great a power 
for mischief in Europe. A rash or impru- 
dent step on the part of the Kaiser may at 
any moment set Europe in a blaze.

hatred. Judging from what Prince Bis- 
marck's organs have been saying during 
the week, England ha, been nearer to a 
disturbance over the Zanzibar affair than 
most people imagine.

positive t*reat from Germany induced 
Lord Salisbury to enter into the existing 
alliance. Notwithstanding this alliance, 
there is no doubt that Germany is ex- 
tremely hostile to England. Germany, 
moreover, is iiK-reasiug her navy with 
som( rapidity, and England must increase 
her.. Sensible men. both in England and 
Germany, are doing their utmost to coun- 
teract the irritation v.liich has been setup 
by the events ot the last few months. The 
peoples of England and Germany have no 
quarrel with one another, but it is feared 
that thoir rulers may bring them into hos- 
tile relatioub Before the Zanzibar troubles 
are settled. 


The secret of the excelence of the Ger- 


man army is to be found in the anxiety o! 
the authorities to improve. 


A change of vast importance is pro- 


posed for the beginning of April, 1889, 
when the field artillery is to be reor- 
ganized.
